No  Hospital  belongs  to  the  local  authority,  The  infectious 
diseases  from  the  area  are  admitted  to  the  County  Isolation  Hospital* 
and  venereal  diseases  to  the  Caernarvonshire  and  Anglesey  Infirmary 
under  the  County  scheme. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  - THE  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT  1959: - 

Maternity 

and  Child  Welfare  under  Section  101  of  the  above  Act,  the  Anglesey 
County  Council  submitted  a Scheme,  which  had  the  approval  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  This  provides  for  the  payment  by  the  Council 
of  annual  contributions  towards  the  expenses  of  the  Voluntary 
Associations  in  providing  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  in  and 
for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  County.  In  additional  to  the  anbi-natal 
Clinics  at  Holyhead  and  Llangefni,  there  is  also  one  at  Amlwch. 

The  district  is  well  supplied  with  nurses • 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRE: - 

The  centre  is  still  popular,  and  has  d<  no 

excellent  work. 

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA . 

WATER  SUPPLY: - 

The  water  supply  consists  of  pumps,  wells , springs, 
private  well3  and  shafts,  and  also  the  water  from  the  drainage  of 
the  sub-soil.  There  are  twenty  eight  public  wells  which  were 
frequently  inspected  and  cleansed,  and  a good  supply  of  water. 
Eighteen  of  the  above  mentioned  wells  are  covered,  connected  by 
pump,  whilst  the  remaining  wells  are  well  protected  with  stone  or 
brick  walls.  There  is  no  piped  water  supply  in  Amlwch  or  Amlwch 
Port  but  in  the  Bull  Bay  area  there  is  a piped  supply  obtained  from 
a well  situated!  on  the  Golf  Links, 

New  Well  in  Brynhyfryd  Field: - 

A sample  was  analysed  in  August  1940 
with  the  following  result:-  n In  its  present  condition  this  water 
is  not  suitable  for  drinking  unless  it  is  boiled t If  the  well  were 
protected  from  any  surface  water  getting  in,  then  a satisfactory 
supply  should  be  obtained".  In  October  the  well  was  deepened,  and 
later  a sample  was  sent  to  the  analyst  who  reported  as  followsj- 
"Apart  from  the  sediment  this  sample  is  satisfactory.  -Bacteriological 
report;-  As  faecal  B coli  are  absent  in  50cc  of  the  sample  I 
consider  this  sample  to  be  satisfactory". 

The  proposed  scheme  for  Water  Supply  for  the  district  has  been 
postponed  for  the  present. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE:  - 

Several  drains  were  repaired  during  the  year 
vi2  Salem  Street,  Well  Street,  Maesteg  Bull  Bay  Road.  The  attention 
of  the  Landlord  was  drawn  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the 
c c s l —pool  at  Rhianfa  Bull  Bay.  A nuisance  existed  in  a cellar 
at  Manchester  House,  due  to  a damaged  drain  in  the  entry  between 
Manchester  House  and  Caxton  House.  The  owner  attended  to  this 
complaint •

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS:- 

' There  are  one  County  School,  two  Elementary  Council 

^Schools  and  one  Church  of  England  School  in  the  area. 

The  water  supply  of  the  Council  School  for  drinking  purposes  has 
not  been  satisfactory.  The  authority  has  discontinued  the  use  of 
the  original  supply,  and  the  school  is  supplied  directly  from  the 
public  well,  also  filters  are  used.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OE  EO 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS : - 

In  January  I inspected  about  56  lbs  of 
Government  butter  at  one  of  the  Shops  in  the  town.  The  butter  was 
mouldy  and  badly  spotted  throughout,  and  from  its  appearance  I 
was  unable  to  recommend  its  sale  to  the  general  public. 

In  March  I was  requested  to  inspect  about  90  lbs  of  frozen  meat 
which  was  soft  and  watery.  A piece  of  meat  was  cut  into  in  my 
presence,  and  this  proved  to  be  worse  than  the  other  exposed  meat. 

In  my  opinion  the  meat  I examined  should  be  destroyed  and  the  shop 
thoroughly  cleansed. 

In  June  I inspected  about  4 lbs  from  the  long  side  of  bacon  and 
I found  it  to  be  in  a state  of  decompos ition,  and  unfit  for  human 
consumption. 

In  September  I inspected  three  pieces  of  fceef  (fore-quarters).  The 
approximate  weight  was  about  70  to  80  lbs.  I found  the  meat  bruised, 
soft,  of  a consistence  of  a jelly,  without  any  odour.  I declared 
the  meat  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.

SCARLET  FEVER 

Two  young  girls  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  both  were  removed  to  the  County  Isolation 
Hospital . 

MEAS  LES  : - 

The  epidemic  of  the  previous  year  continued  until  the  end 
of  1940.  During  the  year  under  review  97  persons  were  notified.  All 
the  cases  were  treated  at  home,  and  made  a satisfactory  recovery# 

PNEUMONIA ; - 

Three  persons  were  notified,  a young  child,  a middle  aged 
person,  and  the  other  over  80  years  of  age. 

D IPTHER  LA : •« 

The  scheme  for  Diptheria  immunisation  was  effectively 
carried  out.  I have  already  a report  on  the  progress  made. 

TUBER CULPS  35 : - 

Two  young  boys  of  18  and  16  years  respectively  were 
notified  to  be  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  The  formier 
absolutely  refused  institutional  treatment,  whilst  the  latter  is  a 
patient  at  South  Wales  Sanatorium.  In  all  cases  after  removal  to 
hospital  or  death,  the  Infected  room,  clothing  etc.  were  disinfected. 
The  number  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  as  follows:-
